the time being in charge of the Marine Department, 
Calcutta Port Trust and includes- the Deputies to 
the Director, Marine Department and any other 
officers acting under the authority of the Director, 
Marine Department ;

(iv) “Rates” means the rates or penalties payable under

(12) If the vessel is not removed from the harbour for 
any reason wThm 30 days, additional berth hire charges 
bevond the normal charges, as laid down in the Port’s Scale 
of Rates, shall be revised.
